BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 23 

 24 

NEW SECTION. Section 1. Purpose. The purpose of [sections 1 through 14] is to provide a registry 25 

identification card system for providing marijuana for the use of individuals with debilitating medical conditions, 26 

including posttraumatic stress disorder, in order to alleviate the symptoms of the debilitating medical condition 27 

that: 28 

(Primary Sponsor) 
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(1) allows individuals with debilitating medical conditions to purchase marijuana at the tax rate 1 

specified in 15-64-102(1)(b)(ii); 2 

(2) provides for a registry of individuals with debilitating medical conditions entitled to purchase 3 

marijuana at the tax rate specified in 15-64-102(1)(b)(ii); and 4 

(3) provides the process for obtaining a registry identification card. 5 

 6 

NEW SECTION. Section 2. Definitions. As used in [sections 1 through 14], the following definitions 7 

apply: 8 

(1) "Debilitating medical condition" means: 9 

(a) cancer, glaucoma, positive status for human immunodeficiency virus, or acquired immune 10 

deficiency syndrome when the condition or disease results in symptoms that seriously and adversely affect the 11 

patient's health status; 12 

(b) cachexia or wasting syndrome; 13 

(c) severe chronic pain that is a persistent pain of severe intensity that significantly interferes with 14 

daily activities as documented by the patient's treating physician; 15 

(d) intractable nausea or vomiting; 16 

(e) epilepsy or an intractable seizure disorder; 17 

(f) multiple sclerosis; 18 

(g) Crohn's disease; 19 

(h) painful peripheral neuropathy; 20 

(i) a central nervous system disorder resulting in chronic, painful spasticity or muscle spasms; 21 

(j) admittance into hospice care in accordance with rules adopted by the department; or 22 

(k) posttraumatic stress disorder. 23 

(2)  "Department" means the department of public health and human services provided for in 2-15-24 

2201. 25 

(3) "Marijuana" has the meaning provided in 16-12-102. 26 

(4) "Marijuana concentrate" means any type of marijuana product consisting wholly or in part of the 27 

resin extracted from any part of the marijuana plant. 28 
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(5) "Marijuana derivative" means any mixture or preparation of the dried leaves, flowers, resin, and 1 

byproducts of the marijuana plant, including but not limited to marijuana concentrates and marijuana-infused 2 

products. 3 

(6) (a) "Marijuana-infused product" means a product that contains marijuana and is intended for use 4 

by a means other than smoking. 5 

(b) The term includes but is not limited to edible products, ointments, and tinctures. 6 

(7) "Marijuana-infused products provider" has the meaning provided in 16-12-102. 7 

(8) "Person" means an individual, partnership, association, company, corporation, limited liability 8 

company, or organization. 9 

(9) "Provider" has the meaning provided in 16-12-102. 10 

(10) "Referral physician" means an individual who: 11 

(a) is licensed under Title 37, chapter 3; and 12 

(b) is the physician to whom a patient's treating physician has referred the patient for physical 13 

examination and medical assessment. 14 

(11) "Registered cardholder" or "cardholder" means a Montana resident with a debilitating medical 15 

condition who has received and maintains a valid registry identification card. 16 

(12) "Registry identification card" means a document issued by the department pursuant to [section 3] 17 

that identifies an individual as a registered cardholder. 18 

(13) (a) "Resident" means an individual who meets the requirements of 1-1-215. 19 

(b) An individual is not considered a resident for the purposes of this part if the individual: 20 

(i) claims residence in another state or country for any purpose; or 21 

(ii) is an absentee property owner paying property tax on property in the state. 22 

(14) "Standard of care" means, at a minimum, the following activities when undertaken in person or 23 

through the use of telemedicine by a patient's treating physician or referral physician if the treating physician or 24 

referral physician is providing written certification for a patient with a debilitating medical condition: 25 

(a) obtaining the patient's medical history; 26 

(b) performing a relevant and necessary physical examination; 27 

(c) reviewing prior treatment and treatment response for the debilitating medical condition; 28 
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(d) obtaining and reviewing any relevant and necessary diagnostic test results related to the 1 

debilitating medical condition; 2 

(e) discussing with the patient and ensuring that the patient understands the advantages, 3 

disadvantages, alternatives, potential adverse effects, and expected response to the recommended treatment; 4 

(f) monitoring the response to treatment and possible adverse effects; and 5 

(g) creating and maintaining patient records that remain with the physician. 6 

(15) "Telemedicine" has the meaning provided in 33-22-138. 7 

(16) "Treating physician" means an individual who: 8 

(a) is licensed under Title 37, chapter 3; and 9 

(b) has a bona fide professional relationship with the individual applying to be a registered cardholder. 10 

(17) "Written certification" means a statement signed by a treating physician or referral physician that 11 

meets the requirements of [section 5] and is provided in a manner that meets the standard of care. 12 

 13 

NEW SECTION. Section 3. Medical marijuana registry -- department responsibilities -- issuance 14 

of cards -- confidentiality. (1) The department shall establish and maintain a registry of persons who receive 15 

registry identification cards under [sections 1 through 14]. 16 

(2) The department shall issue registry identification cards to Montana residents who have debilitating 17 

medical conditions and who submit applications meeting the requirements of [sections 1 through 14]. 18 

(3) An individual who obtains a registry identification card is authorized to purchase marijuana at the 19 

tax rate specified in 15-64-102(1)(b)(ii) up to the limit set forth in [section 7]. 20 

(4) (a) Registry identification cards issued pursuant to [sections 1 through 14] must: 21 

(i) be laminated and produced on a material capable of lasting for the duration of the time period for 22 

which the card is valid; 23 

(ii) state the name, address, and date of birth of the registered cardholder; 24 

(iii) state the date of issuance and the expiration date of the registry identification card; 25 

(iv) contain a unique identification number; and 26 

(v) contain other information that the department may specify by rule. 27 

(b) Except as provided in subsection (4)(c), in addition to complying with subsection (4)(a), registry 28 
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identification cards issued pursuant to this part must: 1 

(i) include a picture of the registered cardholder; and 2 

(ii) be capable of being used to track registered cardholder purchases. 3 

(c) (i) The department shall issue a temporary registry identification card on receipt of an application. 4 

The cards are valid for 60 days and are exempt from the requirements of subsection (4)(b). Printing of the 5 

temporary registry identification cards is exempt from the provisions of Title 18, chapter 7. 6 

(ii) A card may be issued before an applicant's payment of the fee has cleared. The department shall 7 

cancel the temporary registry identification card after 60 days and may not issue a permanent registry 8 

identification card until the fee is paid. 9 

(5) (a) The department shall review the information contained in an application or renewal submitted 10 

pursuant to this part and shall approve or deny an application or renewal within 30 days of receiving the 11 

application or renewal and all related application materials. 12 

(b) If the department fails to act on a completed application within 30 days of receipt, the department 13 

shall refund the fee paid by an applicant for a registry identification card. 14 

(c) Applications that are not processed within 30 days of receipt remain active until the department 15 

takes final action. 16 

(d) The department shall issue a registry identification card within 5 days of approving an application 17 

or renewal. 18 

(6) Review of a rejection of an application or renewal may be conducted as a contested case hearing 19 

pursuant to the provisions of the Montana Administrative Procedure Act. 20 

(7) Registry identification cards expire 1 year after the date of issuance unless a physician has 21 

provided a written certification stating that a card is valid for a shorter period of time. 22 

(8) (a) A registered cardholder shall notify the department of any change in the cardholder's name, 23 

address, or physician, or a change in the status of the cardholder's debilitating medical condition within 10 days 24 

of the change. 25 

(b) If a change occurs and is not reported to the department, the registry identification card is void. 26 

(9) The department shall maintain a confidential list of individuals to whom the department has issued 27 

registry identification cards. Individual names and other identifying information on the list must be confidential 28 
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and is not subject to disclosure, except to: 1 

(a) authorized employees of the department as necessary to perform the official duties of the 2 

department; 3 

(b) authorized employees of state or local government agencies, including law enforcement agencies, 4 

only as necessary to verify that an individual is a lawful possessor of a registry identification card; 5 

(c) a judge, magistrate, or other authorized judicial officer in response to an order requiring disclosure; 6 

(d) another person or entity when the information pertains to a cardholder who has given written 7 

consent to the release and has specified: 8 

(i) the type of information to be released; and 9 

(ii) the person or entity to whom it may be released; and 10 

(e) the department of revenue for the purpose of investigation and prevention of noncompliance with 11 

tax laws, including but not limited to evasion, fraud, and abuse. The department of revenue and its employees 12 

are subject to the confidentiality requirements of 15-64-111(1). 13 

 14 

NEW SECTION. Section 4. Individuals with debilitating medical conditions -- requirements -- 15 

minors -- limitations. (1) Except as provided in subsections (2) through (5), the department shall issue a 16 

registry identification card to an individual with a debilitating medical condition who submits the following, in 17 

accordance with department rules: 18 

(a) an application on a form prescribed by the department; 19 

(b) an application fee or a renewal fee; 20 

(c) the individual's name, street address, and date of birth; 21 

(d) proof of Montana residency; 22 

(e) a statement, on a form prescribed by the department, that the individual will not divert to any other 23 

individual the marijuana or marijuana-infused products that the individual purchases for the individual's 24 

debilitating medical condition; 25 

(f) the name of the individual's treating physician or referral physician and the street address and 26 

telephone number of the physician's office; and 27 

(g) the written certification and accompanying statements from the individual's treating physician or 28 
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referral physician as required pursuant to [section 5]. 1 

(2) The department shall issue a registry identification card to a minor if the materials required under 2 

subsection (1) are submitted and the minor's custodial parent or legal guardian with responsibility for health 3 

care decisions: 4 

(a) provides proof of legal guardianship and responsibility for health care decisions if the individual is 5 

submitting an application as the minor's legal guardian with responsibility for health care decisions; and 6 

(b) signs and submits a written statement that: 7 

(i) the minor's treating physician or referral physician has explained to the minor and to the minor's 8 

custodial parent or legal guardian with responsibility for health care decisions the potential risks and benefits of 9 

the use of marijuana; 10 

(ii) indicates that the minor's custodial parent or legal guardian will be obtaining marijuana or 11 

marijuana-infused products for the minor through the system of licensed providers and marijuana-infused 12 

products providers; and 13 

(iii) the minor's custodial parent or legal guardian with responsibility for health care decisions: 14 

(A) consents to the use of marijuana by the minor; 15 

(B) agrees to control the acquisition of marijuana and the dosage and frequency of the use of 16 

marijuana by the minor; and 17 

(C) agrees that the minor will use only marijuana-infused products and will not smoke marijuana; and 18 

(c) pledges, on a form prescribed by the department, not to divert to any individual any marijuana 19 

purchased for the minor's use in a marijuana-infused product. 20 

(3) An application for a registry identification card for a minor must be accompanied by the written 21 

certification and accompanying statements required pursuant to [section 5] from a second physician in addition 22 

to the minor's treating physician or referral physician. 23 

(4) An individual may not be a registered cardholder if the individual is in the custody of or under the 24 

supervision of the department of corrections or a youth court. 25 

(5) A registered cardholder may cultivate marijuana and manufacture marijuana-infused products as 26 

allowed under Title 16, chapter 12. 27 

 28 
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NEW SECTION. Section 5. Written certification -- accompanying statements. (1) The written 1 

certification provided by a physician must be made on a form prescribed by the department and signed and 2 

dated by the physician. The written certification must: 3 

(a) include the physician's name, license number, and office address and telephone number on file 4 

with the board of medical examiners and the physician's business e-mail address, if any; and 5 

(b) the name, date of birth, and debilitating medical condition of the patient for whom the physician is 6 

providing written certification. 7 

(2) A treating physician or referral physician who is providing written certification for a patient shall 8 

provide a statement initialed by the physician that must: 9 

(a) confirm that the physician is: 10 

(i) the patient's treating physician and that the patient has been under the physician's ongoing medical 11 

care as part of a bona fide professional relationship with the patient; or 12 

(ii) the patient's referral physician; 13 

(b) confirm that the patient suffers from a debilitating medical condition; 14 

(c) describe the debilitating medical condition, why the condition is debilitating, and the extent to 15 

which it is debilitating; 16 

(d) confirm that the physician has assumed primary responsibility for providing management and 17 

routine care of the patient's debilitating medical condition after obtaining a comprehensive medical history and 18 

conducting a physical examination, whether in person or, in accordance with subsection (4), through the use of 19 

telemedicine, that included a personal review of any medical records maintained by other physicians and that 20 

may have included the patient's reaction and response to conventional medical therapies; 21 

(e) describe the medications, procedures, and other medical options used to treat the condition; 22 

(f) state that the medications, procedures, and other medical options have not been effective; 23 

(g) confirm that the physician has reviewed all prescription and nonprescription medications and 24 

supplements used by the patient and has considered the potential drug interaction with marijuana; 25 

(h) state that the physician has a reasonable degree of certainty that the patient's debilitating medical 26 

condition would be alleviated by the use of marijuana and that, as a result, the patient would be likely to benefit 27 

from the use of marijuana; 28 
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(i) confirm that the physician has explained the potential risks and benefits of the use of marijuana to 1 

the patient; 2 

(j) list restrictions on the patient's activities due to the use of marijuana; 3 

(k) specify the time period for which the use of marijuana would be appropriate, up to a maximum of 1 4 

year; 5 

(l) state that the physician will: 6 

(i) continue to serve as the patient's treating physician or referral physician; and 7 

(ii) monitor the patient's response to the use of marijuana and evaluate the efficacy of the treatment; 8 

and 9 

(m) contain an attestation that the information provided in the written certification and accompanying 10 

statements is true and correct. 11 

(3) A physician who is the second physician recommending marijuana for use by a minor shall submit: 12 

(a) a statement initialed by the physician that the physician conducted a comprehensive review of the 13 

minor's medical records as maintained by the treating physician or referral physician; 14 

(b) a statement that in the physician's professional opinion, the potential benefits of the use of 15 

marijuana would likely outweigh the health risks for the minor; and 16 

(c) an attestation that the information provided in the written certification and accompanying 17 

statements is true and correct. 18 

(4) A physician who is providing written certification through the use of telemedicine: 19 

(a) shall comply with the administrative rules adopted for telemedicine by the board of medical 20 

examiners provided for in 2-15-1731; and 21 

(b) may not use an audio-only visit unless the physician has first established a physician-patient 22 

relationship through an in-person encounter. 23 

(5) If the written certification states that marijuana should be used for less than 1 year, the department 24 

shall issue a registry identification card that is valid for the period specified in the written certification. 25 

 26 

NEW SECTION. Section 6. Registry identification card to be exhibited at point of sale -- photo 27 

identification required. (1) A registered cardholder shall present the individual's registry identification card 28 
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when purchasing marijuana or marijuana-infused products. 1 

(2) An individual who fails to display a valid registry identification card and a valid photo identification 2 

at the point of sale: 3 

(a) must be charged the adult-use tax rate in 15-64-102(1)(b)(ii); and 4 

(b) if the individual is under 21 years of age, may not purchase marijuana or marijuana-infused 5 

products. 6 

 7 

NEW SECTION. Section 7. Purchase limitations for registered cardholders -- legal protections. 8 

(1) (a) Except as provided in subsection (1)(b), a registered cardholder may purchase at the tax rate set forth in 9 

15-64-102(1)(b)(ii) a maximum of: 10 

(i) 5 ounces of marijuana a month, except that not more than 2.5 ounces a month may be in a 11 

concentrated form; and 12 

(ii) 1 ounce of marijuana a day, except that not more than 8 grams a day may be in a concentrated 13 

form. 14 

(b) (i) A registered cardholder may petition the department for an exception to the monthly limit on 15 

purchases. The request must be accompanied by a confirmation from the physician who signed the 16 

cardholder's written certification that the cardholder's debilitating medical condition warrants purchase of an 17 

amount exceeding the monthly limit. 18 

(ii) If the department approves an exception to the monthly limit, the approval must establish the 19 

monthly amount of marijuana that the cardholder may purchase and the limit must be entered into the seed-to-20 

sale tracking system. 21 

(2) A physician may not be arrested, prosecuted, or penalized in any manner or be denied any right or 22 

privilege, including but not limited to civil penalty or disciplinary action by the board of medical examiners or the 23 

department of labor and industry, solely for providing written certification for a patient with a debilitating medical 24 

condition. 25 

(3) Nothing in this section prevents the imposition of a civil penalty or a disciplinary action by a 26 

professional licensing board or the department of labor and industry if: 27 

(a) a registered cardholder's use of marijuana impairs the cardholder's job-related performance; or 28

(b) a physician violates the standard of care or other requirements of this part. 1 

(4) Possession of or application for a registry identification card does not alone constitute probable 2 

cause to search the person or individual or the property of the person or individual or otherwise subject the 3 

person or individual or property of the person or individual possessing or applying for the card to inspection by 4 

any government agency, including a law enforcement agency. 5 

 6 

NEW SECTION. Section 8. Unlawful conduct by cardholders -- penalties. (1) The department 7 

shall revoke and may not reissue the registry identification card of an individual who: 8 

(a) is convicted of a drug offense; or 9 

(b) allows another individual to be in possession of the individual's registry identification card. 10 

(2) If no other penalty is specified under [sections 1 through 14], a registered cardholder who violates 11 

[sections 1 through 14] is punishable by a fine not to exceed $500 or by imprisonment in a county jail for a term 12 

not to exceed 6 months, or both, unless otherwise provided in this part or unless the violation would constitute a 13 

violation of Title 45. An offense constituting a violation of Title 45 must be charged and prosecuted pursuant to 14 

the provisions of Title 45. 15 

(3) Review of a department action imposing a fine, suspension, or revocation under this section must 16 

be conducted as a contested case hearing under the provisions of the Montana Administrative Procedure Act. 17 

 18 

NEW SECTION. Section 9. Fraudulent representation -- penalties. (1) In addition to any other 19 

penalties provided by law, an individual who fraudulently represents to a law enforcement official that the 20 

individual is a registered cardholder is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment in a county jail for a 21 

term not to exceed 1 year or a fine not to exceed $1,000, or both. 22 

(2) A physician who purposely and knowingly misrepresents any information required under [section 23 

5] is guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment in a county jail for a term not to exceed 1 year or a 24 

fine not to exceed $1,000, or both. 25 

(3) An individual convicted under this section may not be licensed as a provider, marijuana-infused 26 

products provider, or marijuana-infused product manufacturer under Title 16, chapter 12. 27 

 28 
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NEW SECTION. Section 10. Confidentiality of registry information -- penalty. (1) Except as 1 

provided in 37-3-203, a person, including an employee or official of the department, commits the offense of 2 

disclosure of confidential information related to registry information if the person knowingly or purposely 3 

discloses confidential information in violation of this part. 4 

(2) A person convicted of a violation of this section shall be fined not to exceed $1,000 or imprisoned 5 

in the county jail for a term not to exceed 6 months, or both. 6 

 7 

NEW SECTION. Section 11. Prohibitions on physician affiliation with providers and marijuana-8 

infused products providers -- sanctions. (1) (a) A physician who provides written certifications may not: 9 

(i) accept or solicit anything of value, including monetary remuneration, from a provider or marijuana-10 

infused products provider; 11 

(ii) offer a discount or any other thing of value to a patient who uses or agrees to use a particular 12 

provider or marijuana-infused products provider; or 13 

(iii) examine a patient for the purposes of diagnosing a debilitating medical condition at a registered 14 

premises or a testing laboratory. 15 

(b) Subsection (1)(a) does not prevent a physician from accepting a fee for providing medical care to 16 

a provider or marijuana-infused products provider if the physician charges the individual the same fee that the 17 

physician charges other patients for providing a similar level of medical care. 18 

(2) A provider or marijuana-infused products provider licensed pursuant to Title 16, chapter 12, may 19 

not: 20 

(a) arrange for a physician to conduct a physical examination or review of medical records required 21 

under this part, either in the physician's office or at another location; or 22 

(b) pay all or a portion of the costs for an individual to be seen by a physician for the purposes of 23 

obtaining a written certification. 24 

(3) If the department has cause to believe that a physician has violated this section, has violated a 25 

provision of rules adopted pursuant to this part, or has not met the standard of care required under this part, the 26 

department may refer the matter to the board of medical examiners provided for in 2-15-1731 for review 27 

pursuant to 37-1-308 and shall also notify the department of revenue. 28 
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(4) A violation of this section constitutes unprofessional conduct under 37-1-316. If the board of 1 

medical examiners finds that a physician has violated this section, the board shall restrict the physician's 2 

authority to provide written certification for the use of marijuana. The board of medical examiners shall notify the 3 

department of the sanction. 4 

(5) If the board of medical examiners believes a physician's practices may harm the public health, 5 

safety, or welfare, the board may summarily restrict a physician's authority to provide written certification for the 6 

use of marijuana for a debilitating medical condition. 7 

(6) (a) If the department of revenue has reason to believe a provider or marijuana-infused products 8 

provider has violated this section, the department of revenue shall refer the matter to the law enforcement entity 9 

and county attorney having jurisdiction where the provider or marijuana-infused products provider is doing 10 

business and shall also inform the department. 11 

(b) If a provider or marijuana-infused products provider is found to have violated the provisions of this 12 

section, the department of revenue shall revoke the provider's or marijuana-infused products provider's license. 13 

A person whose license has been revoked for a violation of this section is prohibited from reapplying for 14 

licensure under Title 16, chapter 12. 15 

(7) A law enforcement entity or county attorney who investigates a suspected violation of this section 16 

shall report the results of the investigation to the department and the department of revenue. 17 

 18 

NEW SECTION. Section 12. Law enforcement authority. Nothing in this chapter may be construed 19 

to limit a law enforcement agency's ability to investigate unlawful activity in relation to an individual with a 20 

registry identification card. 21 

 22 

NEW SECTION. Section 13. Legislative monitoring. (1) The children, families, health, and human 23 

services interim committee shall provide oversight of the department's activities pursuant to [sections 1 through 24 

14].

premises. A minimum of 5,100 square feet must be equipped for cultivation. 4

premises. A minimum of 7,750 square feet must be equipped for cultivation. 6 

(G) A tier 6 canopy license allows for a canopy of up to 13,000 square feet at up to five registered 7 

premises.

(H) A tier 7 canopy license allows for a canopy of up to 15,000 square feet at up to five registered 9 

premises.

(b) A dispensary may sell marijuana or marijuana-infused products having higher 3 

tetrahydrocannabinol potency levels than described in subsection (6) to registered cardholders.

(6)(7) Edible marijuana-infused candy may not be sold in shapes or packages that are attractive to 5 

children or that are easily confused with commercially sold candy that does not contain marijuana. 6

(3) A physician may not be arrested, prosecuted, or penalized in any manner or be denied any right or 1 

privilege, including but not limited to civil penalty or disciplinary action by the board of medical examiners or the 2 

department of labor and industry, solely for providing written certification for a patient with a debilitating medical 3 

condition.

NEW SECTION. Section 65. Direction to department of revenue and department of public 8 

health and human services -- notification to legislature -- transition. (1) The legislature directs the 9 

department of revenue to adopt rules to implement the Marijuana Regulation and Taxation Act. 10 

(2) The legislature directs the department of public health and human services to assist the 11 

department of revenue with the transfer of FTE, information, materials, and any other marijuana-related asset 12 

that the department of revenue considers necessary to implement the regulation and taxation of marijuana in 13 

the state and exercise authority over the regulation of all types of marijuana licenses in the state. 14 

(3) (a) The department of public health and human services shall assist the department of revenue in 15 

processing transfer applications submitted pursuant to [section 30] by providing certificates of good standing for 16 

licensees and any other assistance required by the department of revenue. 17 

(b) On December 31, 2021, the department of public health and human services shall transfer to the 18 

department of revenue the existing license for any provider or marijuana-infused products provider that was 19 

licensed pursuant to Title 50, chapter 46, part 3, on November 3, 2020, and is in good standing with the 20 

department of public health and human services, and rules adopted by the department of revenue pursuant to 21 

the Marijuana Regulation and Taxation Act as of December 31, 2021. 22 

(c) Existing licenses must be accepted and administered by the department of revenue until those 23 

licenses expire or are canceled, reduced, modified, revoked, or renewed by the department. 24 

(4) A provider, marijuana-infused products provider, or dispensary whose license is transferred 25 

pursuant to subsection (3) may sell marijuana to consumers, as defined in 16-12-102, at the adult-use 26 

marijuana tax rate set forth in 15-64-102(1)(b)(i) beginning on April 1, 2022. 27
